1. SHRI K. L. V. S. S. H. N. V. PRASAD BABU, RESERVE 

INSPECTOR, GOVT.OF ANDHRA PRADESH 
(POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 17 April, 2013) 

On credible information about large scale movement of 
Maoists near AP-Chhattisgarh border, 5 Assault Units of 
Greyhounds were deployed. The Assault Units had to trek 
through inhospitable terrain for 40 Kms in the night amidst 
thick jungle ridden with land mines and infested with armed 
militia. As the Greyhounds Unit led by Shri Prasad Babu 
approached the core area at 3.30 AM on 16 April, 2013, the 
Maoists numbering about 70 began to fire indiscriminately 
with automatic rifles, blasting IEDs, too. Shri Prasad Babu 
alongwith his unit members charged towards the Maoists in 
the volley of fire and played a key role in killing 9 top cadre 
Maoists and injuring many more. 

Next Day the helicopter made 5 aerial sorties and evacuated 
Commandos. However, when 19 Commandos alongwith 
Shri Prasad Babu were to be picked up in the last sortie, about 
60-70 Maoists, alongwith 50 armed militia, fired on the 
helicopter and also on the Greyhounds Assault Units. Out of 
19 Unit members, 14 boarded the helicopter, while 5 
Commandos including Shri Prasad Babu took positions and 
began retaliating the fire. The naxals began advancing towards 
the helipad with their guns blazing with the intention to over¬ 
run the helipad. Shri Prasad Babu held the naxals at bay and 
fired with grit, determination and with utmost devotion to 
duty putting his life in certain risk. No sooner did the helicopter 
take off, the naxals regrouped in large numbers and began 
encircling them by hurling grenades, firing with automatic 
rifles, bows and arrows and other sharp-edged weapons. 
Shri Prasad Babu sensing that the Maoists, who had grown in 
number to about 200 again, were ambushing the Commandos, 
urged the remaining 4 Commandos to retreat in South direction, 
while holding 200 Maoists single-handedly until the others 
reached a safe zone. Though Shri Prasad Babu was injured, 
dehydrated and running low on ammunition, he fought single- 
handedly with utmost determination and conviction till his 
last breath and saved the lives of 4 Commandos. 

Shri Prasad Babu exhibited most conspicuous gallantry, 
exceptional devotion to duty and exemplary leadership in 
fighting the Maoists and made the supreme sacrifice.

No. 98-Pres/2013 - The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the “Kirti Chakra” to the undermentioned persons 
for the acts of conspicuous gallantry:— 


1. LIEUTENANT COMMANDER ABHILASH TOMY 
(04988-K) 

(Effective date of the award : 31 March, 2013) 

Lieutenant Commander Abhilash Tomy circumnavigated 
the earth under sail, solo, nonstop and unassisted. The degree 
of difficulty of his feat can be gauged by the fact that before 
him only 78 persons and one Asian had successfully completed 
such a voyage. During the 151 days voyage which started 
from Mumbai on 01 November 2012, Abhilash was alone on 
the boat and neither took any outside assistance nor used his 
engines for propulsion, he covered a distance of over 
40,000 km. The entire voyage was completed using sails, 
regularly negotiating 10m waves and over 100 kmph winds 
with the temperatures varying between 4 to 40 degree Celsius 
as he traversed through different parts of the world. The lone 
sailor was often over 4000 to 5000 km away from the nearest 
land and beyond the range of any meaningful rescue operation 
in the event of an emergency, with only himself to rely on. 
During this entire voyage, many times turbulent weather 
unfurled the boat’s largest sail, making the boat heel to the 
point of capsizing. On many occasions Abhilash had to climb 
the mast to remove torn pieces of main sail and saved boat 
from getting dismasted. The daunting 151 days voyage 
undertaken by the officer has no parallel in the Indian maritime 
history. 

Lieutenant Commander Abhilash Tomy displayed raw 
courage, endurance and professionalism in successful solo 
circumnavigated of the globe. 

2. IC-65454F MAJOR MAHESH KUMAR, SENA 
MEDAL, PUNJAB REGIMENT/ 22ND BATTALION 
THE RASHTR1YA RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award : 17 April, 2013) 

On 18 December 2012, based on input of presence of 
terrorists in Sadipur, village Sopore, Jammu & Kashmir, 
Major Mahesh Kumar planned and swiftly established an 
effective cordon of the target house. At 0410 hrs, terrorists 
fired indiscriminately and attempted to break the cordon. The 
Officer took control of the situation and by effective fire 
prevented their escape. This brave action led by the officer 
resulted in killing of one terrorist. The officer with total 
disregard to his personal safety closed in towards the target 
house amidst incessant fire by the terrorists to place an 
improvised explosive device to bring down the house. Two 
terrorists rushed out of the house firing indiscriminately. The 
officer crawled forward under heavy fire and personally 
eliminated both hardcore terrorists at close range. 

In a similar daring action on 21 October 2012, as part of the 
cordon and search operation in Shalpura Mohalla, Sopore the 
officer came face to face with one terrorist who came firing 
indiscriminately out of debris of a house brought down by 
IED. The officer tasked his troops to provide covering fire. 
Displaying remarkable tactical acumen, raw courage he crawled 
and carried out house entry under heavy fire and eliminated 
the terrorist from close quarters. 
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In yet other instance on 17 April 2013, based on confirmed 
input of presence of terrorists in Behrampura village, Sopore, 
Major Mahesh planned and launched a swift operation. On 
being challenged two terrorists moving on a cycle tried to run 
away. In a bold and swift move Major Mahesh chased the 
running terrorists. One of the terrorists took out a hand grenade 
and tried to remove the safety pin. The officer with utter 
disregard to his personal safety charged towards the terrorist 
and pinned him down in a hand to hand close combat and 
nabbed him. 

Major Mahesh Kumar, Sena Medal displayed indomitable 
courage, conspicuous gallantry and outstanding leadership 
in successful anti terrorist operations. 

3. SHRI LOHIT SONOWAL, INSPECTOR, GOVT. OF 
ASSAM (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 19 April, 2013) 

On 19th April, 2013 at about 0200 hrs, information was 
received from reliable sources that a group of suspected ULFA 
cadres were taking shelter in the general area of no. 1, 
Kordoiguri village, district Tinsukia, Assam. A joint operation 
was launched by the Tinsukia Police and 68 Bn CRPF. As the 
operation party reached the target area, they observed 6-7 
houses scattered and surrounded by tea gardens. During the 
search operation, one police team led by Shri Lohit Sonowal 
noticed some unusual movements in a house and they 
cordoned the nearby area and waited for the first light. As the 
operation party approached the suspected house, a woman 
with two children came out of the house and on seeing police 
presence, she immediately warned the extremists taking shelter 
inside the house. Immediately the armed extremists came out 
of the house and started firing indiscriminately aiming at the 
police party. Though Shri Lohit Sonowal was under direct line 
of firing, disregarding his personal safety, he single handedly 
first managed to rescue the woman alongwith two children, 
who were caught in between the gun fire and quickly ducked 
himself behind the nearby trees for taking cover and retaliated 
the fire. The extremists continued firing aiming towards Shri 
Lohit Sonowal and tried to escape by taking cover of the tea 
bushes and civilians. During exchange of fire, one hard-core 
ULFA militant sustained bullet injuries on his body and fell 
down there. Another extremist re-entered into the house and 
others fled away taking the advantages of thick tea bushes. 
The ULFA militant who re-entered into the house opened 
indiscriminate fire and lobbed grenades towards Shri Lohit 
Sonowal. During the cross fire Shri Sonowal sustained bullet 
injuries, but eliminated two extremists in direct exchange of 
fire. However, Shri Lohit Sonowal succumbed to the bullet 
injuries later. 

Shri Lohit Sonowal displayed indomitable courage, 
exemplary leadership, dedication to duty and laid down his 
life in fighting the extremists.

1. IC-72213K CAPTAIN RAMPREET SINGH, 3RD 
BATTALION THE JAMMU AND KASHMIR RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award : 20 June, 2012) 

Based on information of Karbi People Liberation Tiger 
Terrorists (KPLF) taking shelter in forest, east of a village of 
Karbi Anglong district, an operation was launched on 20 June 
2012. The party reached the target area at 0600 hours and a 
thorough search of target area was carried out but nothing 
was found. Even while an assessment was being done, smoke 
was detected in the nearby vicinity. Immediately a plan was 
formulated in which Captain Rampreet Singh volunteered to 
lead the party to approach the target area. Suddenly they 
were fired upon by automatic weapons. As the approach was 
very constricted, entire party of Captain Rampreet got pinned 
down by the heavy volume of fire. Undeterred by this, in a 
daring and bold action, Captain Rampreet alongwith his buddy 
moved towards the target, leaving behind his party under 
cover. Under the cover fire of his buddy, showing exemplary 
battle craft and tactical manoeuvring he outflanked the militants 
and in a very bold action shot down two militants who were 
firing indiscriminately. 

Captain Rampreet Singh displayed emulatory commitment, 
missionary zeal and indomitable courage in fighting the 
terrorists. 

2. SS41220Y MAJOR AMARJEET SINGH, 
MECHANIZED INFANTRY/44TH BATTALION THE 
ASSAM RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award : 30 June 2012) 

Based on specific information about presence of terrorists 
in general area in a village of Ukhrul district of Manipur, a 
cordon and search operation was launched by Major Amarjeet 
Singh at 0300 hours on 30 June 2012. 

On reaching the target village, it was realized that the 
terrorists had moved out to area hut in dense jungle 
approximately 4 kilometer North East of the village. Using 
professional and tactical acumen, officer re-organized the 
parties and approached the target area through most arduous 
route with dense jungle and thick undergrowth involving steep 
climb and dangerous down slope. Officer alongwith his column 
closed in from the West. On locating the target hut in the 
close vicinity, he moved with stealth and speed towards the 
target. However, one of the terrorist outside the hut having 
noticed the move of the parties opened fire at them and ran 
towards North East at an adjoining height. Simultaneously, 
terrorists inside the hut opened fire at the column. With utter 
disregard to his personal safety, Major Amarjeet Singh 
alongwith his buddy further closed in and engaged the 
terrorists in a fierce fire fight. In this close encounter the 
officer by virtue of his superb marksmanship and unwavering 
courage killed two terrorists, one of them being commander-in 
chief of the terrorist group. 
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Major Amarjeet Singh displayed raw courage, grit, dogged 
determination, decisiveness, esprit-de-corps and calm 
composure under terrorists’ fire. 

3. IC-69663W MAJOR SWAGAT KUMAR DAS, 9TH 
BATTALION THE SIKH LIGHT INFANTRY 

(Effective date of the award : 05 August, 2012) 

On 05 August, 2012, based on specific information received 
regarding presence of a group of militants in General area of 
Goalpara district of Assam, Major Swagat Kumar Das planned 
an ambush on a pre reconnoitred exit route along the forward 
edge of jungle close to the target village. At approximately 
2030 hours the officer directed another party to show deliberate 
movement around the village. Meanwhile the officer in the 
forward most ambush observed suspicious movement of three 
persons with weapons from village towards the jungle through 
Passive Night Vision Goggle. The officer challenged the 
suspected militants to stop. On being challenged the militants 
started firing indiscriminately towards the officer and his 
buddy in a bid to escape. The Officer made quick assessment 
of the situation and sprang the ambush and started controlled 
retaliatory fire on fleeing militants. Showing utter disregard to 
his personal safety the officer closed in with the fleeing 
terrorists and with well aimed fire eliminated two dreaded 
militants. The slain militants were identified as self style 
Lieutenant and self style Corporal of United Liberation Front 
of Assam. 

Major Swagat Kumar Das displayed indomitable courage 
and inspiring leadership in eliminating two hardcore ULFA 
militants. 

4. SHRI PRAKASH RANJAN MISHRA, DY. 
COMMANDANT, CENTRAL RESERVE POLICE 
FORCE 

(Effective date of the award : 18th September, 2012) 

On 17 September, 2012, based on an intelligence input 
regarding presence of a naxal dasta CPI(Maoist) in a house 
of village Rabda (Juri), Chatra district of Jharkhand, a 
combined party of 203 CoBRA under the command of 
Shri P. R. Mishra with Civil Police personnel, was formed. 
The combined party was briefed and an Operation “Panther” 
was planned. It was a challenging and extremely difficult task 
to engage the dasta (Naxal group) in their bastion. The 
arduousness of the task was compounded by the fact that it 
was a pitch dark night with continuous rainfalls. The team 
moved tactically in the pitch darkness with alacrity 
maintaining skill and surprise beating all odds of the nature. 
After covering a distance of about 08 Kms on foot through 
watery paddy fields and thickened forest patches, the troops 
under command of Shri P. R. Mishra reached village Rabda at 
around 0300 hrs. The exact location of the house with Naxal 
presence was not known. It was a very risky assignment but 
the zeal, tactical deftness and guts of Shri P. R. Mishra proved 
decisive and they could locate the Naxal presence around a 
house. Shri Mishra putting to risk of life crawled his way 
towards the house using night vision device. Once he reached 


at a distance of about 04-05 mtr from the house, he could see 
the location of the Naxal as well as the family members of the 
house owner. He challenged the Maoist cadres to surrender, 
which was instantly responded with fusillade of bullets from 
the house as well as adjoining maize fields. The team under 
command of Shri P. R. Mishra also started retaliating. In the 
exchange of fire, Shri Mishra sustained two bullet injuries. 
Despite being grievously injured and bleeding profusely, he 
did not lose nerve and engaged the Naxals by firing gallantly. 

During this heavy exchange of fire, one Naxal was killed 
and others suffered bullet injuries. In this encounter, 
Shri Mishra again sustained two bullets injuries. Despite being 
seriously injured, Shri Mishra kept on firing upon Naxals 
position. Due to this, naxals retreated from their position and 
fled away. 

Shri Prakash Ranjan Mishra showed exemplary courage 
and devotion to duty in fighting with Naxals and saved several 
lives of innocent civilians and other police personnel. 

5. 789953 AIRCRAFTSMAN MURALI KANNAN, 
ENVIRONMENTAL SUPPORT SERVICE ASSISTANT 
(POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 06 October, 2012) 

On 06 October, 2012, Aircraftsman Murali Kannan was 
detailed to perform the duty of Non Commissioned Officer In 
Charge (NCOIC) Fire Section of Air Force Station Dinjan in 
Assam. On receiving a ‘fire call' from a nearby village. 
Aircraftsman Kannan immediately mobilized the fire crew and 
pressed them into action in aid of civil power. The task was 
daunting as it was pitch dark and the fire was spreading fast 
due to explosion of LPG cylinders and other inflammable 
materials stored in the households. The flames were rising 
above the roof and the fire was threatening to engulf the 
whole village as the houses are clustered close together. At 
this stage, Aircraftsman Kannan, correctly analysed the 
situation and identified the origin of the fire. Without caring 
for his personal safety, he climbed onto the burning roof and 
directed the water spray on the origin of the fire. His valiant 
effort and gallant act in extremely hazardous conditions 
resulted in the fire being controlled and also resulted in saving 
many precious lives and property. However, while fighting 
the flames, Aircraftsman Kannan made the supreme sacrifice. 

Young, brave and daring Aircraftsman Murali Kannan 
displayed raw courage and valour much beyond his age and 
service and made the supreme sacrifice. 

6. NO. EX GS-194534W JUNIOR ENGINEER (CIVIL) 
MANISH (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 26 October, 2012) 

Shri Manish, JE (Civil) a young Supervisor, was deployed 
for formation works on Orang-Kalaktang-Shergaon-Rupa- 
Tenga road from KM 31.00 to KM 40.00. On 26 October, 2012 
at about 1100 hrs, while carrying explosive through service 
tractor to the treacherous work site for blasting of rock 
formation, accompanied with two Army Pioneer guards and 
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the driver unfortunately, the tractor overturned and fell down 
towards the valley side at KM 32.500 near Sikaridanga 
(Assam). 

Shri Manish exhibiting sharp presence of mind immediately 
came into action and instantly pushed both the accompanying 
guards away from the tractor. Further, while the tractor was 
still sliding down the valley, he tried to pull the tractor driver. 
Though, he succeeded in pulling the tractor driver out of the 
tractor but unfortunately, the rear wheel of the tractor came 
upon him and he lost his life. Before losing his life, Shri Manish 
was successful in saving lives of two Army Pioneer Guards as 
well as the driver of tractor. 

Shri Manish, thus demonstrated dauntless courage, 
conspicuous bravery, presence of mind, commendable spirit 
and made the supreme sacrifice in saving the lives of his 
comrades in the face of extreme adversity. 

7. SC-00574M MAJOR MOHAN CHANDRA, SENA 

MEDAL, 4TH BATTALION THE KUMAON 
REGIMENT 

(Effective date of the award : 08 November, 2012) 

At 2300 hours on 08 November, 2012 while on ambush at 
Line of Control of Kupwara district of Jammu and Kashmir, 
Major Mohan Chandra saw suspicious movement of six 
terrorists. He immediately alerted his party and carried out 
readjustment of the party. He inched forward ahead of the 
fence. When the terrorists were barely 15 meters ahead of him, 
showing extraordinary boldness, audacity, firing skills and 
agility, he immediately triggered the claymore mine and fired 
with his personal weapon. In the ensuing fire fight five dreaded 
foreign terrorists were eliminated. The officer himself, single 
handed eliminated two terrorists. Thus, by his display of valour 
and utter disregard to personal safety a major infiltration bid 
was successfully foiled without suffering any casualty on 
own side. 

Major Mohan Chandra, Sena Medal displayed outstanding 
raw courage, audacity, and total disregard to personal safety 
while fighting the terrorists. 

8. AADESH KUMAR SEA I CD III (220165-A) 

(Effective date of the award : 13 December, 2012) 

On 11 December, 2012, based on intelligence inputs of 
presence of 04-05 militants in Cherhar village located at an 
altitude of approximately 2500m above sea level, a joint 
operation was launched by a team of 9 Para SF, 27 RR and 
MARCOS to neutralize the militants. Considering the sailor’s 
past performance in operations, Aadesh Kumar was given the 
most challenging responsibility of support weapon in-charge 
of the MARCOS team. 

On 13 December, 2012, on completion of 48 hr surveillance 
mission, the team was tasked to return to the detachment. 
During de-induction, the MARCOS team was tasked to carry 
out a search of a nearby location from where a satellite intercept 
had just been obtained. Suddenly, the MARCOS team came 
under heavy automatic weapon and grenade fire from terrorists 


hiding in the thick vegetation. Realizing the danger to the 
team and undeterred by the barrage of fire, the sailor with 
utter disregard to personal safety, charged towards the militant 
group firing rapidly from his LMG Negev. During the charge, 
the sailor was hit by militant’s bullets in stomach and legs. 
Despite grievous injuries and excessive bleeding, the sailor 
continued the charge towards the incoming fire. In the process 
not only the enemy fire was suppressed but one hard-core 
militant was also killed. 

Aadesh Kumar Sea I CD III displayed professional acumen. 
Comradeship and raw courage in fighting the terrorists. 

9. 2489218Y NAIK BALWINDER SINGH, SENA 
MEDAL, PUNJAB REGIMENT/22ND BATTALION 
THE RASHTR1YA RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award: 18 December 2012) 

On 18 December, 2012, based on input of presence of 
terrorists in village Saidpur district Sopore of Jammu and 
Kashmir, an operation was launched. Naik Balwinder Singh 
was part of inner cordon of operation. Inspite of the initial 
elimination of three terrorists balance holed up terrorists 
continued resorting to heavy firing and offered stiff resistance 
from inside the house. Naik Balwinder Singh, seeing the 
imminent danger to own party, with utter disregard to his 
personal safety crawled towards the target house to place an 
improvised explosive device to flush out the terrorists. As the 
house was collapsing two terrorists rushed out of the house 
and came face to face with the individual. Naik Balwinder 
Singh, displaying exceptional courage and remarkable tactical 
acumen, engaged the terrorists with fierce fire fight and shot 
dead both the terrorists in a close combat. Both terrorists 
were identified as foreign terrorists of Lashkar-e-Toiba 
Tanzeem. 

Naik Balwinder Singh, Sena Medal displayed indomitable 
courage, conspicuous gallantry and exhibiting outstanding 
leadership in fighting the terrorists. 

10. IC-69324W MAJOR SANJEEV KUMAR, ARMOURED 
CORPS/39TH BATTALION THE ASSAM RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award : 21 January, 2013) 

On receiving reliable intelligence regarding infiltration of 
four armed militants to disrupt Republic Day celebrations by 
sabotage activities in Manipur a proactive Operation 
BEHENG was launched. 

Major Sanjeev Kumar laid ambush in general area at 
Churachandpur district of Manipur at 1900 hours on 
20 January, 2013. At 0200 hours his ambush got alerted 
on spotting torch lights on Vanglai Ridge. In a bold tactical 
move intruders were allowed to come inside own area and 
on reaching the ambush site were challenged by Major 
Sanjeev Kumar. Taken by surprise the intruders opened 
indiscriminate fire and started fleeing. The officer under 
daunting hostile fire pursued the intruders and shot down 
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two of them with precision fire from close quarters. The 
operation also resulted in recovery of a cache of war like 
stores including AK 47 Rifles and 9 mm pistol with Magazine, 
Chinese hand grenade and live rounds of AK 47 and 9 mm 
pistol.
